WHEREAS,  on  May  6,  2008,  a  No  Surface  Use  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  was  entered  into  by  and 
between  Thomas  A.  Breit  and  wife,  Christine  K.  Breit,  whose  address  is  1942  Wildwood  Dr., 
Grand  Prairie,  Texas  75050,  herein  called  "Lessor,"  and  Paloma  Barnett,  LLC,  whose  address 
is  1021  Main  Street,  Suite  2600,  Houston,  Texas  77002,  Lessee;  said  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  is 
evidenced  by  a  Memorandum  of  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  which  is  recorded  in  the  Official  Public

WHEREAS,  Paloma  Barnett,  L.L.C.  assigned  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  lease 
to  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.L.C,  an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,  whose  address  is 
6100  North  Western  Avenue,  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  73 1 18;  and; 

WHEREAS,  Total  E&P  USA,  Inc.,  whose  address  is  1201  Louisiana  Street,  Suite  1800, 
Houston,  Texas,  77002,  acquired  an  undivided  25%  of  Chesapeake's  working  interest  in  the 
aforementioned  Lease;  and; 

WHEREAS,  the  Lessor(s),  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.L.C.  and  Total  E&P  USA,  Inc.,  then- 
successors  and/or  assigns,  desires  to  amend  said  Oil  and  Gas  Lease  as  set  forth  below:
